GOOD WATER FACILITIES

EL PASOD, July 24.—Camp Btawarl, the
new sborder home of the Pennsylvania
troops, named in honar of Adjutant Gen-
ernl Stewart, lles north of Bl Paso on a
plain as level as & billlard table, save for
the scattering mounds bullt by prairie dogs
and the drifting sand that lodges againat
the semitroplcal vegaintion. Tt s two miles
from the left flunk of the encampment to
Fort Bliss, Six miles’ beyond that the oity
of El Paso hugs the Rio Grande, and asross
that green-bank turbld rivalet e the mud
huts of Cludad Juarez and Mexico,

The sncampréent, selected by Major Oen-
ernl Clement so that his troops may operats
as o tactioal division, will houss 14,000
moldlers from the shops, offices, farms and
mines of Pannuyivania. Reglment by regl-
ment the troops are being trahaferred from
thelr scattored eamps to this common home,

Thers ard nearly 5,000,000 square feet In
the aren of the site. For two miles, from
flank to flank, the camp stretchas along the
Alamogordo road, pulverized Into thick
Inyers of diatl by the heavy army tractors
that ply to and fro Ith army stores
Hence, the right wln( of the camp s dusty
10 miles from the ¢ity. The depth of the
nite Is 1600 foet running back toward the
tumbling Mount Frankiin range. The
toants streteh only toward the mountialns,
and not to them, for, although the gray
peaka loom large and near In the clear alr,
they stand a long and tiresome two miles
to the west

The plan of the camp is simpla. With
General Clement’s headquarters roughly as
a middla point, the two mile array of dan-
colored tents stretches north and south on
a lino & litile west of hoadgquarters Naming
the organizations in order from south to
north, they are: General O'Neill's 3d brigade
of Infantry, conslsting of the Sth, 4th, and
6th regiments; General Logan's 14 brigade
of Infantry, consisting of the Iith, 16th,
and the 10th regiments; division head-
quarters; General Price’s Ist brigade of
Infantry, consieting of the 34, 1st, and 24
regimenta; fleld hospltal ‘and ambulance
companies, Nos. 1 and 2; the battalion
of signal troops; battallon of engineer
troops: the 1st cavalry regiment; and the
first light fleld artillery regiment. General
Price's brigads has the post of honor, the
